cisquito canyon above Saugus am: 
Newhall, containing 38,000 acre feet 
of water, or 2,500,000,000 gallons 
burst shortly before 1 o'clock in the 
morning of Tuesday, sweeping away 
hundreds of houses, cabins, barns 
destroying two big powerhouses, an' 
leaving death and devastation in it* 
wake for sixty-five miles from the 
mountains to the sea. Portions of 
Xewhall, Saugus, Fillmore, Castaic, 
Piru, Fillmore and Santa Paula were | 
destroyed,

high in the streets of Santa Paula, 
sixty miles from the dam. A path 
along the Santa Clara river, varying 
from a half mile to two miles in 
width, was made by the gigantic tor- 
rent. Hundreds of horses, cows and

of human lives.

including the site of the ill-fated

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The San Gabriel Dam— 


The Los Angeles Times and the Los Angeles Examiner, 


in commenting on the decision ordering the high dam to 
be built in the San Gabriel canyon, both stress the need for 
employment in Southern California. These editorials are 
both fair and accurate in viewpoint. The "Times" says: 


Several years of controversy, in which petty politics has 


played a part, came to a conclusion when Superior Judge. 
Anderson decided that the voters knew what they were 
doing in 1924, and that their mandate for a 425-foot dam 
to be built at the forks of the San Gabriel river should be' 
carried out. The board of supervisors, which would have 
had the dam under way long- since but for the obstructive 
tactics inspired by certain politicians, and aided by well- 
intentioned organizations, now promises full speed ahead. 


The rapid building of this long-needed structure will 


contribute in several ways to the prosperity of Los Angeles 
city and county. In the first place it will furnish employ- 
ment directly to several thousand men at a time when em- 
ployment is needed, and indirectly to an indefinite number 
through the stimulus to business that will result from put- 
ting about $25,000.000 of fresh money into circulation at 
the rate, for a time, of $1,000,000 a month. This is not, of 
course, a primary reason for building the dam, but it is an 
excellent reason why there should be no further delay. 


In the second place the development of the San Gabriel 


valley has been held back too long by the menace of the 
San Gabriel flood waters. To what extent this menace has 
depreciated property values all the way from the mouth of 
the canyon to the ocean cannot be estimated, but since the 
area is one of California's finest garden spots with possi- 
bilities of considerable industrial development, the loss is 
undoubtedly a large one. With assurance that the dam 
will be built and orchards and homes protected, investors 
can now enter this section with confidence, and there will 
be a revival of business activity that will be of great benefit. 


In the third, place tlie dam will impound a vast amount 


of precious water that now goes to waste in the sea, and 
Avhieh will replenish the underground supplies and bring 
up the water levels, now sinking at a dangerous rate be- 
cause of the increasing demands of agriculture and in- 
dustry. 


The people to be benefited directly, those whose lives and 


property have been endangered by a continuance of present 
conditions, have been 100 per cent for the 425-foot dam 
of the original plan, from the beginning. None of the 
opposition has originated in the San Gabriel valley itself. 
There is no need to restate now all of the various grounds 
upon which the dam has been opposed. Some of those who 
aided in handicapping the progress of the work undoubted- 
ly did so in good faith and believed themselves justified. 


There is no such justification for the political maneuv- 


crers who took advantage of the situation to attempt to 
extend the power they then held in the city to a similar 
hold upon the county government. The spending of this 
$25.000,000 and of the further sums that the county raises 
for public purposes, would have been a juicy plum for 
Kent Parrot and his allies. The net of effect of the efforts 
for the dam opposition has been merely to delay the fulfill- 
ment of the voters' mandate. 


The high dam at San Gabriel forks has stood all the 


tests to which it has been subjected, including the search- 
ing engineering scrutiny of the Panama canal builder and 
the scrutiny of the courts. The latter now have ruled in 
such a decisive fashion that there should be no further 
question by anybody. 


The Examiner says: 
Settlement' of the San Gabriel dam controversy—if it 


is settled—is something to be relieved about. It is to be 
a high dam, the court says, and unless advocates of a mid- 
dle-sized dam continue their legal opposition, a high one 
it will be. 


It is now several years since the people aiithorized San 


Gabriel flood control and voted $25,000,000 to provide it. 
Had the work proceeded promptly according to the evident 
pat-post' of the voters, the structure would now be far 
enough along to hold back any great accumulation of water 
from the upper reaches of the San Gabriel. 
Fortunately 


there have been no floods. 
But as there has been great 


destruction wrought by the river in the past, so there may 
be in the future. 
So it's hoped the high-and-low issue is 


settled and work will proceed. That is what the district 
most vitally'affected wants. And it will probably please 
the community generally, for it will provide Ion-continued 
ws.-rk for a large number of men.

With the evi- 
dence before us that a freeze has 
been known here as late as in April 
we know that sooner or later it wil: 
occur again, and with sad results if 
fuel and heaters are not at hand.
